The milk producers of the Chicago zone will 
decide today whether they will attempt to 
hold out their product from this city and 
force a milk crisis or famine if the big dis- 
tributing firms decline to accede to a heavy 
increase in prices. 

Twice in the last year the producers have 
fought the Borden, Bowman, Mix, and other 
companies, demanding an increase and de- 
elining to sign contracts. Each time they 
were forced to yleld through fear of defeat. 

This year the Milk Producers’ association 
bas declared war unofficially in many ways, 
‘and today the dfrectérs:are te fix the scale 
of prices for the summer season that they 
will demand of the distributers. 

An approximate idea of the ultimatum that 
will de given the milk trust next month, 
when the latter’s schedule is announced, may 
be obtained from the following table:

Gross brands Rostand a literary thief,” 
asks the academy to remove him from mem- 
bership, and demands a jury of literary men 
to consider charges that Rostand stole 
“Cyrano de Bergerac and Chantecler 
from The Merchant Prince of Cornville.” 

Should the French society take the action 
demanded by Mr. Gross and remove Rostand. 
Gross himself may become a candidate for 
that seat in the academy, basing his claims 
on the merit of the Merchant Prince“ and 
on the fact that he is a direct descendant of 
Louls Du Bois, a famous French literary 
light of the seventeenth century. E 

It the French 3 decides to take up 
the investigation Mr. Gross will go to Paris 
to superintend personally the prosecution of 
his claims against the French dramatist. 


‘ Text of Gross’ Challenge. 


Mr. Gross’ cablegram follows: 
Gentlemen of the French Academy—Cer- 
tain matters having arisen which involve a 
question of veracity between Edmond Ros- 
tand, claimant to authorship of the dramatic 
composition known as ‘ Cyrano de Bergerac,’ 
and Samuel Eberly Gross, author of The 
Merchant Prince of Cornville,’ and this ques- 
tion involving the principal claim of Edmond 
Rostand to membership in the Academy as 
well as the charge that as a plagiarist he is 
unfit for such honor, I would respectfully 
submit to your consideration the necessity 
for an inquiry into the merits of Edmond 
Rostand's claims to literary distinction, in 
order that your honored association may ac- 
quaint itself with the character of its mem- 
bership, and if it finds a literary thier mas- 
querading as a worthy member it may expel 
such person and retain unblemished an hon- 
1 man. ‘

Another shot in the controversy between 
the weather bureau and the hydrographic

by Prof. W. S. Moore, head of the United 
States weather bureau. The pamphlet will 
reply in detail to the claims of the hydrb- 
graphic office that it should do certain work 
which has been within the province of the 
weather bureau. 

“ Prof. Moore has made full reply in this 
document to the claims of the hydrographic 
office,” said Henry J. Cox, local weather fore- 
caster, last night.

A States treasury officials are indig- 

over the insinuations that the law ot 
18% was brought to light for the express 
purpose of making ineffective the publicity 
provision of the corporation tax, to which 
the Illinois Manufact ss see! association and 
other organizations capitalists nee, 
so insistently. 

The indications are that there will be an 
outbreak of openshostilities between the ad- 
vocates of corpbration’ pubilicity and the 
treasury officials. 

The critics of the administration say ‘itis 
peculiarly significant that the law of 1882 
is found to be a bar to corporation publicity, 
although it does not appear to hinder the 
administration of statutes, which have not 
incurred the displeasure of fhe corporations. 
They have been looking over the field and 
have found several instances of light disre- 
gard of the forbidding law which will be used 
to back up their argument. ; 


See Act of 1877 Violated.’ 

It appears that in carrying out the act 
providing for the emergency circulation of 
bank notes the treasury department, accord- 
ing to its critics, has been violating not only 
the law of 1882 but has made an attempt to 
proceed in violation of the act of 1877. 

In providing for the $500,000,000 of bank 
notes that are to be kept on hand against 
the coming of a period of financial strin- 
gency, the department hired and paid a large 
number of clerks and other employés in de- 
flance of the law of 1882 which stipulates 
that no employés shall be hired in an exec- 
utive department at the seat of government 
unless such employment is authorized and 
the payment thereof specifically provided in 
the law granting the appropriation.” 

There was no authorization of such char- 
acter in the act providing for the emergency 
currency, but this did not prevent the treas- 
ury department from hiring/all the clerks 
and other employés it needed to carry out 
the work in the District of Columbia. 


Renting of Vault Protested. 

The treasury department in carrying ‘out 
this act rented a vault im the Union Trust 
company’s building for the purpose of storing 
the $500,000,000 of bank notes. When the 
first requisition for the money to pay the’ 
rent was sent to the controller of the treas- 
ury it was pointed out that such additional 
space could not be leased because it was not 
expressly provided for in the statute. 

The state department, it is further charged, 
has been violating the law of 1877 in connec- 
tion with its work in fostering commerce 
with foreign countries, for which $100,000 
Was appropriated by congress. For this pur- 
pose the state department has rented ex- 
tensive quarters in the Union Trust bui K 
for offlee purposes. There is no express | 
lation for the rental of quarters in the en- 
abling act. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Nor- 
ton asserts that this is an unfair view to 
take and that the motives of the department 
have been above reproach in every move it

of hers. This letter was that which brought 
out the fact that there had been a decoy let- 
ter written. The letter of Mrs. Townsend 
said in part:

I have been careful, and 
have never said anything to reflect on either 
of us. This letter is a jumble, but I am 80

Witnesses Include Those Summoned 
from Abroad to Give Alibi to Alleged 
Russian Revolutionist. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 21.—The list of 
witnesses who will appear at the trial of 
Nicholas Techaikovsky, who is charged with 
being a member of the revolutionary organi- 
gation, hae been accepted by the court. The 
trial will begin March 8. 

The witnesses admitted include all those 
summoned from abroad to establish an alibi, 
t which is the main reliance of the defense, and 
witnesses who will swear that Tschaikovsky 
was neither the organizer nor a member of 
the Peasants’ league.

Among the number of royal divorces recorded in the 
Almanach de Gotha there appears for the first time 
in its issue for 1910 the announce:ent of the divorce of 
the daughter of the reigning grand duke of Mecklenburg- 
Streits from her plebeian French husband, Georges 
Jametel, who obtained his title of count through the 
papal nuncio at Paris towards the close of the reign of 
Leo XIII. The almanach mentions that the deoree of 


divorce was granted by the French courts om Dec. 31. 


1908, that is to say, too late for publication’ in last 
year’s issue, and it adds that since she obtained the 
decree this princess, who is in the line of succension to 
the throne of Great Britain, has dropped her name of 
Countess Jametel-and resumed; with her father’s con- 
sent, her rank and title of duchess of Mecklenburg- 
Strelits. 

The courts awarded to her, as was only natural under 
the circumstances, the care of the child, @ little girl who 
is the issue of her unfortunate marriage, and now makes 
her home with her venerable grandmother, the widowed 
grand duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelits, in the latter's 
beautiful villa at Dresden. The aged grand duchess, now 
in her eighty-eighth year, is by birth an English princess 
of the blood, being a sister of the late duke of Cambridge 
and of the late duchess of Teck, and the last surviving 
srendohild of King Raised III. of England. 


Jametel, who since ‘the yp Po of his marriage 
has been mentioned as one of the suitors of the Ameri- 
can divorcée, Mrs. Hart McKee, does not belong to any 
of the leading clubs in Paris, where he has spent all his 
life; and in spite of his having been. allied by his 
former union to half the reigning houses of Europe, he 
has never been able to secure. admission to the Union, 
the Jockey club, the Agricole, or even to the smart but 
by no means exclusive Cercle de le Rue Royale. He is 
the son of an apothecary at Fontainebleau, who made a 
fortune by means of a patent medicine, Filled with 
social ambitions and encouraged by the Infanta Eulalie, 
whose acquaintance he had made, he sought and ob- 
tained with some difficulty the: hand of Duchess Marie of 


Mecklenburg-Strelitz, and in order to qualify himself, 


after a fashion; for the union; secured, as 1 have men- 
tioned above, from the vatican the title of count. 

Had Jametel after the marriage kept quiet, avoided 
publicity, refrained from ostentation, and remained in 
the background; above all, had treated his royal wife 
well and had rendered her happy, he would in course of 
time have acquired the good will and friendship of all 
her royal kinsfolk, German as well as Hugh, to his 
own advantage. In fact, he had everything to gain 
thereby. Instead of that, he conducted himself with 
such an amount of vulgar snobbery as to force them to 
hold aloof, and when he found that his wife’s relatives 
were not inclined to do anything for him in thé way of 
social advancement he commenced to neglect her in the 
most shameful manner. He subjected her to much un- 
happiness, and it was not only with the consent but 
with the warm approval of all her kinsfolk that she.got 
rid of him by en 
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It may de remembered that two years ago, when the 
French government secured possession of the diaries and 
confidential correspondence of Mgr. Montagnini on his 
expulsion from France, where he had been in charge of 
the diplomatic affairs of the vatican, it gave out a num- 
ber of the documents in question for publication, One 
of the letters addressed by Mgr. Montegnini to the papal 
secretary of state at Rome mentions Jametel as follows: 
“ Jametel is making efforts to appear chic and has in- 
herited a certain amount of money, which he has to a 
great extent squandered. in gambling.” 

Of course the question will arise as to how the rela- 
tives of the duchess could eve? have given their consent 
to her union with a man of such obscure birth and of 
such a lack of any kind of. social status as Jametel; who 
had little else to recommend him but good looks and 
money derived from the paternal patent medicines. It 
may, therefore, be well to explain that if the alliance 
was tolerated, it was because the duchess had become, 
as a young and inexperienced girl, involved, through 
the disloyalty and carelessness of her governess, in a 
foolish flirtation, in which she was, at the worst, gullty 
of indiscretion, but which malevolent gossip, gross en- 
aggeration, and endeavors by unscrupulous parties con- 
nected with the affair to blackmail both her and her 
parents had converted into a scandal of sufficient mag- 
nitude to render royal suitors shy about applying for 
her hand. Her sister, Duchess Jutta, is married to the 
crown prince of Montenegro.

The re- 
ports of the three Chicago scientists who 
examined the visceras of the two men was 
the most important testimony heard regard- 
‘ing this phase of the case. 

If a further investigation of the vital or- 
gans of the dead men reveal highly im- 
portant evidence the grand jury will be noti- 
fied by the scientists. But it is generally ac- 
cepted that the inquiry in so far as poison is.
